No issue in the history of this country has 
aroused more emotion and controversy 
than that of abortion. Now, the Supreme 
Court has agreed to hear a case that could 
overturn the Roe vs. Wade decision which 
legalized abortion throughout the entire 
nine months of pregnancy. Obviously we 
are pro-life, but let’s just rake a look at the 
facts. 

1. Over 23 million unborn children have 
been aborted since it was legalized. 

2. At just 18 days after conception the 
unborn child’s heart starts beating. 

3. At 20 days, the foundation for the en- 
tire nervous system is laid down. 

4. At 42 days, the skeleton of the unborn 
child is complete. 

5. At 43 days, brain wave patterns can 
be recorded. 

6. During the 11th and 12th weeks, arms 
and legs move, the baby sucks its thumb 
and inhales and exhales. 

7. At 18 weeks, the vocal cords work. 
The child can cry. 

8. Only three percent of all abortions are 
performed for reasons of rape, incest, fetal 
abnormalities or the mother’s health, 

9. A father has no right to stop the abor- 
tion of his child and the Parents of a minor 
girl have no right to Stop the abortion of 
their grandchild. Although a minor needs 
parental consent to have her ears pierced, 


she does not need consent to have an 
abortion. 
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10. Each year 1.6 million abortions take 
place. That's 4,384 each day, 183 each 
hour and one every 20 seconds. 

11. Over 178 thousand unborn children 
are aborted between the sixth and ninth 
months of pregnancy per year. 

12. 10-30 percent of all abortion patients 
experience long-term psychiatric problems. 

You can do something to stop abortion. 
We believe that all of God’s children have 
a right to life and the unborn baby is a 
human being. We urge you to do your part 
to stop abortion and speak for the unborn 
at this very important time. Roe vs. Wade 
must be overturned.
